The Polish offensive resulted in keep- 
ing the bolsheviki much farther from 
Warsaw today than would have been 
the case if it had not been made. 

The good morale of the Siberians and 
Cossacks, fresh from defeating Kol- 
chak and Denikin, replaced the troops 
which the Poles had beat. They were 
reasonably supplied with tanks, ar- 
mored cars, and other equipment, large- 
ly English material captured from Kol- 
chak and Denikin. 

Use of Cavalry. 

The greatest advantage lies in pos- 
mee of large bodies of cavalry which 

veral times outmaneuvered the Polish 
cavalry. Similar to the Polish use of 
cavalry in their advance, the bolshevik 
cavalry breaks through at intervals, 
its weight of ‘numbers overcoming 
small detachments, thus outflanking 
«nd threatening the rear of large bodies 
of infantry and artillery. They pay no 
attention to roads, m:...ching with their 
trains in the straightest line across 
the country. 

The Polish-American aviators fre- 
quently bomb, but are unable to stop 
the bolsheviki, who vigorously are 
using large cavalry forces, primarily on 
ithe southeastern part of the line in the 
open country between the Dnieper and 
Dnie and compelling retirements 
of the Polish line, starting with the 
right wing.

The Poles at present are in great 
danger of a threatened attack on their 
left flank by the Lithuanians, who are 
reported to have signed a bolshevik 
peace July 12, and who now are at- 
tacking the Poles west of Vilna. Even 
occupancy of the prescribed line does 
not remove this danger.

“DEMOCRATS VS. SOLDIERS,” 


NO. 2. 

A letter printed today in the Voice of the People 
column is one of a number received either contra- 
dicting or questioning an editorial printed in THE 
TRIBUNE on July 5 under the heading, “ Democrats 
vs. Soldiers.” In view of our correspondents’ 
skepticism or thirst for information we submit 
herewith specific references to proofs of the state- 
ments of fact contained in that editorial, 

In reference to our statement that northern 
soldiers were forced to work on the roads of Vir- 
ginia beside Negro civilian laborers, receiving $1 
a day while the Negroes received $5, we refer doubt- 
ers to the Congressional Record of Feb. 8, 1919. 
This record shows that on that day the senate 
adopted Senator Frelinghuysen’s amendment to 
the postal bill, barring use of soldiers from the 
north as road laborers in southern states, against 
their will. The amendment provided that soldiers 


who did such work should be given pay equa! to! 


that of civilians. The record shows southern sena- 
tors voted solidly against the measure. 
Our reference to the failure of Democratic states 


to furnish their share of volunteers is substantiated 


by war department records made public early in 
April, 1918. These public official records show that 
all but eight states had filled their quotas in the 
regular army recruiting. Six of those eight states 
were southern and two northern. The records 
show that Arkansas, with a quota of 3,148, had a 
deficiency of 633; Louisiana, with a quota of 3,312,, 
was seventy-One short; Mississippi, with a quota 
of 3,634, still needed 1,930; North Carolina’s quota 
of 4,412 was 1,560 short; South Carolina needed 
1,341 to fill her quota of 3,030; Virginia was 1,288 
short of her quota of 4,122. 

These six states, of course, had a total represen- 
tation of twelve votes in the senate. The Con- 
gressional Record shows that when Senator New’'s 
amendment for universal service was brought up 
for passage not one of these twelve southern sena- 
tors voted for it. Six voted persnet it and six 
failed to vote. 

Reference to manipulation to save the Democratic 
states from their fair quota under the draft is 
based in part upon the surgedn general's records 
showing the number of physically incapacitated 
men passed by the southern draft boards and 
credited to their quotas. In this connection we 
have at hand a letter signed by Hugh S. John- 
son of Moline, Ill., which, while protesting that 
as deputy. prqyost marshg general he must have 
known of manipulation had there been any, admits 
that “ft is true that large numbers of the quotas 
furnished by southern states were composed of 
Negroes who were not incorporated into fighting 
divisions, but were sent to France in labor bat- 
talions.” They were unfit to fight, but they 
counted in the draft quotas as goldiers. 

Our statement that Illinois and Indiana boys in 
large numbers were used to fill up the ranks of 
southern outfits is substantiated by the records 
of the Blackhawk division and the Blue Ridge 
division. Three hundred soldiers of the Blackhawk 
division were sent to Camp Lee as replacements 
for the Blue Ridge division, and served with them 
until discharge, Instead of coming home with 
their northern buddies they were sent to Newport 
News and thence to Virginia, and were the last 
on the discharge lists. 

As to the statement that the Germans had com- 
mand of the air and that the provision for the 
aerial activity of!our soldiers was entirely inade- 
quate, we refer the skeptic to the fina) report of 
Gen. Pershing. Among other things he says: “In 
aviation we were entirely dependent upon our 
allies. The first American squadron completely 
equipped by American production,. including aero- 
planes, crossed the German lines on Aug. 7, 1918.” 
As to the scandalaqus waste of hundreds of millions 
of dollars in the American aircraft program, we 
refer the skeptic to the report of the investigation 
conducted by Charles vans Hughes or to the 
Congressional Record of March 10, 1920. 

In reference to Congréssman Dent's activity in 
delaying reinforcements to American troops in 
France at the eritical period of 1918, both the Con- 
gressiona! Record and the house military affairs 
committee should satisfy the most doubtful. The 
question came up with the move to provide for 
and require registration of men above the age of 
31 es eligible for the draft. Such provision for 
reinforcements was essential at that time. Con- 
‘gressman Dent's public and official utterances on 
‘the subject are too well remembered to require 
further comment.

WHY DID,WILSON PARDON 
BOYLE? 
‘Mike Boyle, convicted of conspiracy to extort 


| money by threatening to call strikes, served four 


months of a year’s sentence in the bridewell. He 
then was released by President Wilson, who par- 
doned him. The evidence upon which he was con- 
victed was.reviewed by the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, and the qourt in its opinion said of the evi- 
dence that it pictured him “in the role of a black- 
mailer, a highwayman, a betrayer of labor, and a 
leech on commerce.” 

President Wilson found some reason for saving 
Boyle from more than a third of his punishment, 
and in little over two months after his release 
Boyle had disorganized the street car service of 
Chicago by calling out the electrical workers in an 
unreasonable strike. 

The inconvenience and disturbance of this strike 
is Mr. Wilson’s gift to Chicago. An executive 
vested with’ pardoning power cannot in himself 
have information to guide him in all cases. He 
frequently acts upon advice and recommendation. 

In this case President Wilson should inform the 
people of Chicago upon whose recommendation he 
acted if he did take advice. We believe the people 
would like to know to whom they owe this nullify- 
ing of their judicial protections and the consequent 
interfering with their comfort and their orderly 
processes. 

If Mr. Wilson had a recommendation upon which 
an executive was justified in acting, his personal 
responsibility ceases and responsibility is attached 
to the man who deceived the president. If Mr. 
Wilson was deceived, he should inform the public 
as to the facts. | 

If he does not make the facts known, the respon- 
sibility will rest upon him for the release of a con- 
victed blackmailer who was turned loose during the 
preconvention campaign and who made use of his 
liberty to disorganize the life of this city by calling 
an unjustifiable strike. >

WHAT THE CAR RIDER PAYS FOR. 

Oscar Hewitt’s analysis pf exactly what the street 
car rider pa;s for, as compared to what he gets, 
suggests that an entirely mew attitude toward 
companies furnishing city transportation must 
be developed before a path to solution of our trans- 
portation troubles can be cleared in the public 
mind. 

It has been pointed out already that Chicago car 
riders have paid $25,000,000 for a subway system 


prospect of their getting. Now, Mr. Hewitt’s re- 
search adds $18,708,140 to the amount taken from 
the car riders in the last eleven years to pay for 
things entirely outside the rides themselves. This 
makes a total of more than $43,000,000 taken from 
the pockets of car riders for purposes which 
have not improved the car service to the slightest 
extent in the matter of comfort or time saving. 

The fundamental causes which have produced 
this situation seem to include a primary belief in 
the sacredness of the 5 cent fare. For years that 
; was accepted as unchangeable. 
it paid a handsome profit to traction companies. 
As a result the cities which granted franchises 
sought to get something ouf of the profits by re- 
quiring the companies to pave their rights of way,. 
clean them, sprinkle them, vtc.,; thus relieving the 
city government of that expense. 

Now with increased cost of all equipment and 
much higher wages, the 5 cent fare fails to yield 
a profit. But still the old custom of requiring a 
part of the income to be expended on paving, 
cleaning, replacement, etc., continues. Out of his 
increased fare the car rider is compelled to pay 
something for this purpose which does not improve 
the service which he buys. , 

The original theory probably was correct for 
the conditions under which it was formulated. 
The conditions have changed. It seems reasonable 
that the theory should change. What the car 
rider wants is good service at a minimum. rate of 
cost. He is not directly interested in the other 
points when he boards a car to go home, Examina- 
tion of the facts shows that the actual expense 
of operating a street car system and the cost to the 
ear rider have become entangled with other ex- 
penses which might better be borne by the munict- 
pality ir other ways. 


A BRIEF DIAGNOSIS OF EUROPE. 
[Sun and New York Herald.] 

A newspaper man, Herman Bernstein, who has seen 
a great deal of Europe before and since the war, and 
who has always shown a deep sympathy for European 
peoples, returns from abroad with a pithy diagnosis 
of foreign ilis.

WIERINGEN, July 13.— How do you manage to 
get all,these swell women visitors from Berlin and 
irassew and Vienna and The Hague and evén from 
Paris that come up here to see you in your lonely 
hours, according to the newspapers?” I asked the 
former crown prince when ne came down to receive 
me. 
“Yes, I have seen those articles,” he replied. 
“They are foolish and entirely false. No one has 
ever come here to visit me, except my wife and my 
children, and several! old friends, officers in my old 
regiment or chums at college with me.

‘* And they scarcely knew me, the three eldest that 
my wife brought with her to visit me,’ he added, and 
t seemed as though Snare was just a quaver in his 
voice. 

He turned away ail ran his hand through his hair, 
a habit he has. The former crown prince's hair is all 
gray now. One can see where it was originally 
blonde, and has turned, on top first, and now the 
sides are silvery also. ; 

If Mr. Hohenzollern wanted to escape he would 
find it easier getting out of Holland than getting in, 
just before the armistice in November, 1918. 

Then he was in the uniform of a general of the 
German army ; today he is in civilian clothes. During 
the war the Dutch guarded their frontier very care- 
fully, as there were smugglers, spies, deserters, and 
escaped prisoners trying to get through continually. 
Today the frontier is much more loosely guarded, 

But Mr. Hohenzollern will not try to escape. He 
believes that such methods are beneath his dignity 
and beyond his consideration, as an innocent man 
being held a virtual prisoher for having committed 
no crime. For the Dutch government practically 
absolves him of the war crimes charged against him 
by the allies in refusing to deliver him up. 

Mr. Hohenzollern does not believe he must escape, 
like a felon, to obtain his liberty. He is confident 
that he will be set free by the Dutch, with the con- 
sent of the allied powers, in a short time, when cer-' 
tain of the perplexing problems troubling them now 
are disposed of. 

The former crown prince is not under parole. He 
has never given his word to the Dutch government 
not to escape. He has never been asked for the 


island. He is technically under the surveillance of 
his close friend, Burgomaster Peereboom, whose son 
has been appointed business secretary to the former 
kaiser, at Doorn, through the influence of the Wier- 
ingen exile. 

Across the narrow neck of the Zuyder Zee that 
separates the mainland from Wieringen, in a barn of 
the inn at Ewykeluis, is a 100 horsepower Benz auto- 
mobile. There are huge, brand new tires on each 
wheel and three new extra tires are strapped on the | 
running board 
In the inn lives the personal chauffeur of the former 
crown prince. He wears a green livery made of his 
old green uniform when he was with the Jaegers. He 
watches over and grooms the big, powerful car and 
keeps 150 gallons of gasoline and ample oil ready in 
tins for a trip of any length. 

There are few racing cars in Europe today which 
could overhaul this big Benz limousine, with a low- 
slung body. It is the car used by the former crown 
prince at his P. C. behind the front, and the machine 
which carried him from G. H. Q. to the Dutch fron- 
tier and then on into Holland when he decided to 
fiee from the revolution and the breakdown of the 
armies in November, 1918. 

The same chauffeur, who lives now, waiting, in the 
inn at Ewyksluis, drove the former crown prince 
across tne Dutch frontier when neither had passports 
nor vises nor any other — of identity. 


No guards watch the pails in his cottage at Ooster- 
land. He can stroll from his home to the beach in 
five minutes. Hauled up on the mud flats all along 
the shore are boats—little boats, big boats, sailboats, 
motor boats—all kinds. , 

It would be the easiest thing in the world for any- 
one to hop into a rowboat and paddle across the two 
miles of open water from Wieringen to Ewyksluis 
in an hour. People in this part of the world go to 
bed early—with the chickens—even though it is so far 
north that at this season it is daylight until 10:30

All persons, and 
especially thin persons, lying in the 
proper position, can see and feel the 
thump of the heart in the abdomen.

ness, some kind of infection. 

I recently saw a man who suffered 
from a very large.burrowing abscess in 
To begin with he 
was obese and had a lot of fat around 
his heart. He absorbed a lot of pus 
from the abscess. This produced chills, 
fever, sweats, and phlebitis of both legs. 

Examination of the heart showed no 
organic disease. His heart was beating 
very rapidly and irregularly. When his 
pus cavity was properly drained and 
discharge ceased his heart quickly 
steadied down. 

As I read Cabot’s chapter on palpita- 
tion of the heart I am struck with the 
ease and rapidity with which the symp- 
toms respond to treatment, the treatment

CHATEAU THIERRY 
IS DECORATED FOR 
AMERICA AND FRANCE 


CHATEAU THIERRY, July 18.— 
[By the Associated Press.]—The battle- 
field at Chateau Thierry, where Ameri- 
can troops fell with the French, was 
consecrated today by the presentation 
of the Legion of Honor and the Crolx 
de Guerre upon the town of-Chateau 
Thierry. 

The decorations were given in honor 
of Hill 204 where the Americans and 
French under Gen. Degaitette, with the 
French army of Gen. Mangin on their 
left, launched their attack in the sec- 
ond-battle of the Marne, on July 18, 
1918. 

Hugh C. Wallace, the American am- 
bassador, in thanking the French for 
their tribute to American valor, de- 
scribed the scene as “the valley of 
victory.” The ceremony of presenta- 
tion was held on the top of Hill 204, 
at the foot of the monument erected 
to the men who fell in the battle. 
Country people from miles around lined 
the road. 

M. Lefevre paid a ttibute to the 
American soldiers, who he _ said 
“brought their youth, their enthusf- 
asm, and their bravery” to the aid of 
France. 

What the French called a “ Franco- 
American ceremony ” began this morn- 
ing with a visit of M. Lefevre to the 
American cemetery in Belleau Wood, 
where 4,000 American dead lie. The 
minister of war there -placed a bronze 
paim at the foot of the flagstaff which 
flies the American flag. Ambassador

OMATO blight is prevalent. this 
year in many Chicago gardens, 
particularly in the south suburbs. 
Insects are not responsible for the 


“| rapid blighting of the leaves at this 


time. It is due to the same fungus 
that causes potato blight, a common 
disease in this section. ~ 

The tomato blight may be eunectel 
in nearly all gardens around Chicago. 
It affects the leaves of plants of both 
the tomato and potato, causing the 
foliage to wilt. Later the potatoes rot 
and the fruits of the tomato plant: 
shrink, become soft, and decay. . 

For all the foliage diseases, includ- 
ing leaf spo& the worst disease of the 
tomato plant, Bordeaux mixture is ef: 
fective. Tomatoes, potatoes, and other 
crops susceptible to blight shquid be 
sprayed with Bordeaux mixture 
throughout the season. 


The best time to spray is before the 
disease appears, and repeat every — 
days or two weeks. 

Bordeaux mixture may be bought i 
small packages or prepared at home. 
For the small garden, when only # 
few gallons are needed, the following 
formula may be u:ed: Bluestone [cop- 
per sulphite], four ounces; quicklime 
{lump lime], four ounces, and water, 
three gallons. 

The bluestone should “a first dis- 
solve? in one and a-half gallons of 
hot water in a wooden bucket. Slake 
the Mme by adding water, a little at 
atime. To the milky fluid add the rest 

sthe water, strain through a cheese- 
cloth, and mix the two solutions. Stir 
vigorously and spray the plants imme- 
diately after the solutions have been 
mixed. 

A small amount of resin fish ofl soap 
may be added to make it stick to the 
plants. Spray both sides of the leaves.
